North Dakota Indjans who drive 
their own 
luxurious 
automobiles 
when they visit friends in the tribes 
of neighboring states, are no long­ 
er a strange sight, according to Dr. 
Melvin 
Randolph 
Gilmore, curator 
of the state historical society. The 
same theory holds trúe, he says, of 
Indians from other states when they 
come to visit their friends in North 
Dakota. Dr. Gilmore cities incidents 
in'the past few years, when Pawnee 
Indiáns of Oklahoma, visiting their 
old homelands in Nebraska, e;^eud- 
ed their trip into North Dakota, that 
they might visit their distant cou­ 
sins, the Arikaras of the Fort Per- 
thold reservation.

In tlie rep o rt of an analy.sis of 
the distrilm tion of poverty in this 
city, 
scientifically 
conducted 
by 
professors of the U niversity of Chi*| 
cago, is illustrated one of the evils 
of the lack of a Rroper Immigration 
policy in the BiAted jStates. 
V irtually all the pBverty in Chi­ 
cago, according to the report, is 
confined to foreign-born persons. 
T here is no “problem of American 
poverty.” 
And even in their pov­ 
erty these foreign Ixirn, as^affule, 
are racially segregated. F requent­ 
ly the investigators found th at on 
one side of a slum street only pov 
orty-stricken im m igrants from one 
E uropean country huddled togeth­ 
er, while the other side of the 
street was occupied exclusivelv by 
Im m igrants from some other Euro­ 
pean country. 
And m any of these 
im m igrants, the rep o rt points out. 
"run instinctively to poverty.” 
T hus racially grouped and cut 
off from 
real opportunity there, 
seem s to be little chance that thess 
people can help them selves or be 
a benefit to the country. Speaking 
th eir 
native 
tongue 
exclusively 
and 
thinking 
thoughts of 
their 
hom e-lands, they defy efforts at 
A m ericanization 
and 
m iss 
all 
chances of achieving helpful citi­ 
zenship. 
They have not benefited 
them selves by coming to America. 
They

sim ply .carried their 
poverty across 
the ocean.

certain ly tbe¡r have not helped this 
country.
